Eu in affairs, summed up the 
muddled situation in Vienna when; 
we met here tr compare notes on | 
the Austrian situation. | 

The different aims of the three 
members of the triumvirate which 
rules Austria at present, convey at 
the same time the chaotic state of 
affairs. The crushing of the sogial- 
democratic party in February by 
Dollifuss and the half-hearted move 
against the Nazis in July have set- 
tled nothing. 

Everybody knows that the three 
chiefs are openly plotting against 
each other. Phe role of Fey in the 
Nazi putsch is to say the least mys- 
terious. He admitted before the in- 
vestigating commission that he 
knew three hours before that the 
Nazis planned a coup. During the 
occupation of the chancellery, 
where he was imprisoned by the| 
rebellious Nazis, he appeared six 
times on the balcony to parley, but 
he never mentioned the fact that he 
had seen Dollfuss mortally wound- 
ed. Starhemberg is against a res- 
toration of the Hapsburgs, but he 
told us this afternoon at a press 
conference: “I prefer Otto to Hit- 
ler!” and then left for Rome by 
aeroplane to confer with Mussolini.

NURNBURG, Germany, Sept. 6 
—Adolf Hitler proclaimed the end 
of the Nazi revolution Wednes- 
day and declared that Germany's 
way of life, in which there will 
be no room for Jewish culture, 
is fixed for the next 1,000 years. 
The revolution, Der Fuehrer told 


his sixth Nazi party congress, “Has | 
fulfild all my hopes.” 


GUARDIAN OF ART 

A later Nazi cultural gathering 
heard the young chief of stale, ad- 
dressing this meeting personally, 
describe himself as guardian and 
eustodian of Germany's art. He 
sharply assailed “Jewish intellectu- 
alism.” 

Der Fuehrer then turned te his- 
tory and international polities. 

“As in early history,” Hitler de- 
clared, “Germany is Europe's shock 
absorber against the invasion from 
the east (Bolshevisk) which would 
have destroyed European culture.” 


BUILDING STATES 

The party, he asserted, was the 
best fitted body for building up the 
state. The leadership “knows what) 
it wants and gets what it wants,” 
he said. 

German regimes for 60 years past, 
he continued, have been run by 
international freebooters and pot- 
hause politicians. Not so the Nazis. 
Later gentrations, he said, would 
exalt the movement's accomplish- 
ments as the “German miraclp.”

Mr. Howson also charged that it 
was this record which was kecping 
the government from going to the 
eountry.

go to the country or to face the 
electors in a_ gencral election,” 
he said. “Instead, this govern- 
ment, with a total disregard for 
the rights of the people who 
elected it or of their desires in 
the matter, will betray the trust 
reposed in them by continuing 
with its policy of ‘drift’ until by 
the expiration of the utmost 
limit of time it is allowed by law 
it is forced to meet the people of 
Alberta and suffer the fate it de- 
serves. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the people of this province 
must dig down still deeper into 
depleted pockets, pull the belts a 
notch or two tighter, and con- 
tinue to pay, pay, pay.” 


WORSE AS GOES ON 

Taking up the figures in detail, 
the Liberal leader subjected them 
to an analysis and compared them 
to the estimates for the years con- 
eerned.

The Passing Show

Speeches delivered at a thousand Labor Day 
picnics last Monday, all breathing hope for 
employment, fair wages, good living conditions 
and security, may be a litle nearer of fulfl- 
ment by reason or the brain-sweat of two men 
in western Canada. 

Gone by is the time when 
men hoped to make sudden 
and successful grasps at For- 
tune. Able men no longer 
seek to rise above the crowd 
by standing on the bodies of 
others. Their aim and hope 
now is to secure cohesion and 
by united action raise the 
whole level of life uniformly. 
Men of vast wealth and 
violent individualism we still 
heve with us. But they are 
the last crop of their kind. Another war will 
not see wealth catered to with tax-free war 
bond issues while the flesh and blood of the 
poor is conscripted for cannon fodder. Already 
wealth is taxed on highly graduated schedules. 
Tendencies of the future will be to equalise 
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wealth by heavy succession duties—to the 
moral benefit of many beneficiaries—and to 
equalise the work and rewards of life by 


schemes of social credit. 


o ot 
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Mr. W. A. Tutte, chief Mentor of the Douglas 
Social Credit organisation in British Columbia 
and a brother journalist, writes me from Van- 
couver that his magnum opus on “Douglas 
Social Credit for Canada” is now on the press. 
It is a 300 page volume and will be the first full 
length book on the subject to be published in 
Canada. The book will be issued in the first 
week of November. It is to retail at two dollars 
and Mr. Tutte tells me that orders are being 
booked now and will be filled with a first edition 
in the order of receipt. 

The book not only gives a detailed critique 
of Canada’s present economic system and an 
elaborate consideration of ail the implications 
of the Douglas proposals, with charts and dia- 
grams, a cross index and an bibliography, but 
it contains the author’s own conception of a 
Credit Plan for Canada. 

As with Howard Scott’s Technocracy, most 
of us agree upon the diagnosis of the ills of 
society given by Major Douglas. We greatly 
desire to see want relieved and goods circu- 
lated in generous plenty. What we all wish to 
know is how to go about getting it into opera- 
tion. I'm looking forward to Mr. Tutte’s work 
when it emerges from the press, and in particu- 
lar to study the plan he has worked out for 
bringing the Douglas system of Social Credit 
into effective operation in Canada. 
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The other contribution I'm not yet free to 
discuss at length es the author or inventor is 
engaged in securing copyright from Ottawa, 
and is perfecting his own plans to make an- 
nouncement. 

Mr. W. H. Collier of Viking, Alberta, a grad- 
uate of Queen’s University and reader of this 
column, has been pitting his skill at economics 
and mathematics against the problem of our 
stagnant distribution system. He claims to have 
gone deeper intn the matter than any other 
thinker, and his solution is receiving the keen 
interest of men like Prof. Elliott of the depart- 
ment of economics of the University of Alberta 
and of Hon. E. N. Rhodes, Minister of Finance. 

Without trespassing upon the rights of Mr. 
Collier, I might indicate the point at which he 
hes made his attack. Major Douglas, it may be 
recalled, was led to the study of social credit 
while head of a great airplane factory during 
the war. He computed that distribution could 
not continue indefinitely because the total 
amount paid cut for weges, salaries and raw 
materials did not equal the cost of the product 
Hence, he reasoned, industry dees not create 
purchasing power sufficient to move the goods 
it creates 

Mr. Collier has set himself the task of find- 
ing out why and where this leakage of purch- 
asing power takes place. He goes further than 
Major Douglas and holds that not even with 
the payment of dividends, taxes and all other 
charges on industry added, cen the volume of 
purchasing power ever become adequate with- 
out the addition of Social Credit. 

Some problems are better described in 
mathematics than in Janguzge, just as it is 
easier to portray a spiral with the tip of one's 
finger in the air than by al] the powers of ver- 
bal expression. Mr. Collier has chosen to place 
his theory on record in a mathematical equa- 
tion.

If you'ré not a thinking person, you'll be 
tempted to say “What's the use of demonstrat- 
ing by mathematics what we already know by 
experience?” That sounds like horse sense, 
and is. But we don't want to live like horses. 

Finding the exact spot and character of an 
infection is the first step towards a cure. If a 
mathematical demonstration can be given to 
show the point of, and the inevitability of leak- 
age, it will go a great deal farther than appeals 
to sentiment to bring about a change in the 
economic system. 

Researches in the field of so-called “pure 
science’—ie, seekers after knowledge without 
any commercial or practical purpose in view— 
have placed the world in debt and prepared the 
way for previous advances. 

The most noteworthy advance in the last 
quarter century is probably in wireless com- 
munication, whereby safety of ships and pas- 
sengers at sea is aided. Byrd, lost on the Ant- 
arctic shelf is eble to talk to the world and aid 
his rescuers, and every home is flooded with 
song and information through the ether. Radio 
played an enormous part in the Great War and 
will play a great part yet in the progress of 
mankind. Yet radio and the fortunes of lucky 
developers was made possible by the work of 
devotees of “pure science,” who penetrated the 
secret of the electronic structure of the atom. 

Whe know what may yet eventuate from 
Mr. Tutte’s plan for a Social Credit system for 
Canada, or from Mr. Collier's attempts to 
show by mathematical demonstration just 
where and why the present system fails. 
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Lunches For School 
Children 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Now that the school term has started, many 
mothers find themselves confronted with the 
problem of preparing lunches which may be 
carried to school by the children, and which 
will provide healthful nourishment. Too often 
the lunches which are taken to school are not 
wholesome and lead to catar- 
rhal or digestive troubles. It 
is fully as important to see 
that a child receives good 
tood in good combinations 
at school as at home. 

The bread used for sand- 
wiches for children should 
always be made of entire 
wheat. Good fillings for sand- 
wiches are made by spread- 
ing on fresh cow's butter or 
roasted peanut butter. A leaf 
of lettuce or a layer of sliced cucumbers makes 
a good filler for these sandwiches. Cheese is 
also an excellent protein to use, either sliced 
prepared cheese, or a layer of cottage cheese. 
Other good sandwiches can be made with 
chopped eggs, méat, chopped celery, chopped 
olives, avocados, eic. 

A salad of raw, non-starchy vegetables may 
also be prepared and carried in a small glass 
jar with a screw top, or in a small can with a 
close-fitting lid. 

Mothers who are perplexed with the lunch 
problem should hail the thermos bottle with 
joy, for any kind of hot food may be maintain- 
ed at a warm temperature in these bottles until 
the lunch hour. It is a good plan to include 
some of the cooked vegetables in the lunch and 
they may be kept hot in a wide-mouthed ther- 
més botile. Use a different kind of vegetables 
for each of the five school days. Stews or thick 
soups may also be used for the sake of variety. 
Such vegetables as cooked celery, spinach, 
string beans, asparagus, carrots, etc. may be 
used, and can be heated over from the evening 
meal of the day before. 

An example of a good lunch to give a child 
to take to school would be: Two sandwiches; 
one peanut butter and sliced cucumbers, the 
other of sliced beef and lettuce. One vegetable 
salad of grated carrots, chopped watercress and 
lettuce. A thermos bottle filled with hot string 
beans. 

This makes a much more wholesome meal 
than to give the child such a lunch as: A white 
breed sandwich and jelly, an orange, a piece of 
cake and a banana. Yet, this is the kind of 
lunch that many children actually take to 
school. It is no wonder that there are so many 
children with bad teeth, swollen tonsils and 
other troubles. 

While acid fruits are very good foods, they 
should only be used by themselves or with 
milk, never with a bread sandwich. Your child 
will do better work in school if his lunches 
follow the rules which I have just outlined, 
rather than if they consist of bad combinations. 

t is even beiter to give a child nothing but 
fruit, than to burden his little body with in- 
digestible foods and bad combinations. The 
best plan, of course, is to see that a child ob- 
tains a well balanced lunch of good quality and 
good combinations. 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: C. A. S. writes: “Be kind 
enough to advise what you would recommend 
for spesm of the ey¢lids. Have had this for over 
a year, but the last few months it has shown 
a marked improvement, in fact, disappeared 
almost entirely, but now seems to be about as 
bed as when it started.” 

ANSWER: First, go to an optometrist and 
wear glasses if he advices you to. If the fault 
is not with eye strain, it is caused by nervous- 
ness and eneyvation which can be cured through 
strict adherence to the hygienic rules for health- 
ful living which I recommend in this column 
each day. 

QUESTION: Miss Arleen O. writes: “Have 
just started reading your articles and would like 
to know if your menus are for reducing, or are 
the menus composed of properly combined 
foods for the average person? Also, how is 
Melba teest prepared”? 

ANSWER: The menus are intended as a 
guidance to the average person who wishes to 
follow a correctly balanced diet. The regimen 
is neither a reducing nor a stuffing one, but 
rather for the normalizing of the weight of the 
individual. Also, these menus are not meant 
for those under special dietary instructions of 
their physicians. Melba toast is mede by 
slicing white bread one fourth of an inch thick, 
removing the crust, and toasting in a slow oven 
until it is a golden brown all the way through.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, separated by three 
years two of the most notable of 
the Fathers of Confederation were 
born, George Etienne Cartier in 
1841 and Alexander Tilloch Galt, 
in 1817. The former was born at 
St. Antoine, on the Richelieu, the 
latter in Scotland. No two of the 
“fathers” were more unlike in 
character and upbringing, yet both 
were animated by the same de- 
termination to make Canada a 
great country under the British 
crown 

Galt was one of the most en- 
thusiastic advocates of a union of 
the provinces preaching the gus- 
pel for many years before it be- 
came a practical issue. 

Cartier had taken up arms in 
"37 at St. Denis and St. Chailes 
but came back after the amnesty 
to begin a career which made him 
the leader of the province of Que- 
bec for many years. He was a 
man both of vision and of action. 
To him Canada owes the Grand 
Trunk Railway. As early as 1853 
when he was head of a ministry 
in the province of Canada (a min- 
istry which includtd Galt as min- 
ister of finance, on the sole con- 
dition that the government would 
support the cause of federation) 
Cartier incorporated in the speech 
from the throne a proposal for a

A British Empire Danger 


Cotton manufacturers in Lancashire joined with other British 
manufacturers in England and obtained the adoption of a policy 
of tariff protection. This tariff protection was extended to cotton 
But when Australia imitates this policy and gives pro- 
tection to certain lines of cotton goods, the people of Lancashire 
initiate a boycott against Australian products.

Australians retort that they have a legitimate claim to be con- 
sidered Lancashire's most profitable customer—and that anyone 
can join in a boycott policy. There is a real danger of Empire 
disruption due to attempts at enforcement of special tariff priv- 


ileges. 


The Irish Free State and Britain entered into a tariff war, due 
to the refusal of the de Valera administration to pay certain land 
annuities due to Britain under terms arranged when the Free 
State was created, This tariff war seemed a bright idea at the 
time, when it was likely one party or the other would give way— 
but it has developed into an Empire malady with every prospect 
of permanency. The Irish people are suffering actuely; and the 
British have had serious trade losses. 


Britain and Canada entered into one branch of the Ottawa 
Trade Agreements. Under the arrangement Canada was to create 
a Board to which British representations as to undue customs 
tariff discriminations against British commodities could be re- 
ferred and adjudicated. The Board was constituted with great 
solemnity—after much Governmental effort at Ottawa to obtain 
the services of a sufficiently learned and capable Judicial func- 
tionary to act as Chairman of the Board in view of the important 
functions to come wtihin his jurisdiction. 


On the first occasion upon which the Board considered and 
adjudicated upon a British representation, Ottawa announced it 
was all @ mistake; that the Board had no deciding powers what- 
ever but could only make suggestions to the Ottawa Government. 
The British have no delusions as to what happened to them; and 
we have here another real Empire danger. It would have been 
ten thousand times better to correct the legislation and let the 
Board function as originally represented than to rely on an inter- 
pretation of words which are operative to defeat the true intent 
of the parties to the Ottawa agreement. 


The cardinal heresy which tends to Empire disruption is be- 
lieving that in buying commodities we are conferring charity. 
The truth is- proved by the experience of centuries—that profits 
are made on imports just as substantially as on exports; and that 
when either imports or exports are regulated in favor of state- 
aided monopolies there are no profits whatever, and the assets of 
the nation become subject to the ravages of deflation and unem- 
ployment becomes a permanent condition.

That failed but Cartier did not 
despair, he was one of the most 
active protagonists for union at 
the Quebec conference and it was 
undoubtedly due to his judgment 
and patriotism, that the French 
Canadians were persuaded to give 
their support to a plan which on 
the surface seemed to menace 
their institutions and their very 
identity but which has turned out 
to be the most potent weapon of 
enabling their race to spread out 
all over the Dominion. 

Galt is regarded as the father 
of the National policy, for as 
early as 1858 he proposed a tariff 
which much resembled that put 
into force by John A. Macdonald 
in 1879, and he did much in his 
later years to develop Western | 
Canada, especially the coal re- 
sources of Southern Alberta. Both 
were men of vision. Cartier did 
not live to see his dreams realiz- 
ed, but Galt witnessed the ccm- 
pletion of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the Dominion from 
sea to sea which he and Cartier, 
with their colleagues had fore- 
seen at the final conference in 
London in 1867.

On consider- 
ation and reflection it will be 
found that in the realm of politics 
these attacks are without any sub- 
stantial foundation whatsoever. 

It is true, to be sure, that free

In other words, the gospel of lib- 
erty assumes a steadily improv- 
ing humankind which will grow 
more and more unseifish and more, 
and more publie-spirited. | 

Where liberty seems to fall short 
of human expectation, the cause is 
not found in liberty itself, but in| 
that human nature which has not! 
yet grown up to its full stature for 
the appreciation, the use and the 
of liberty. What is 
wanted is not less liberty or re- 
strictions on liberty, but a better 
humankind to comprehend and to 
use liberty. 

Intellectual and moral di:cip- 
line is the erying need. 

It is in the realm of economics 
that these attacks on liberty seck 
aod find their chief weapons. 

The exploi‘ation one man 
by his fellows is no part of lib- 
erty: it te a form of license 
which, in the name of liberty, 
quickly proves iteelf to be true | 
liberty’s werst enemy. Until the | 
ideal of service dominates every | 
form of hemen effort, including 
the profit-motive iteelf, liberty 
wi'l not be secure. 

As a matter of fact the true rea- 
son for the conditions which have 
callea forth this criticism of lib- 
erty in more lands than one, is 
that our world of sovereign na- 
tions has not yet been able or will- 
ing to adjust itself to those mod- 
ern conditions which man’s new 
control over nature and the discov- 
of modern science have 
brought about. 

Two thousand five hundred 
years ago this world was an 
enormous place; its parts were 80 
widely separated from cach other 
and so wholly impossible of 
contact that they might well 
have been on different planets. 

Today, however, this world, 
with the ordinary obstacle of 
time and space removed, has be- 
come a small, compact and 
wholly interdependent group of 
populations. 

An important happening § in 
Tokyo, in Vienna, or in Rome is 
known to the very ends of the 
earth within a few moments of its 
occurrence. 

The voice of one with a message | 
to his fAiow-men may be heard 
simultaneously by millfons of hu-} 
man beings scattered over thou- 


'sands and thousands of miles of! 


area. Philosophy, science, litera-! 
ture, the fine arts, commerce, have 
long since shown themselves su- 
perior to national boundaries and 
to any differences of race or of 
language. 


MAN’S LOSING BATTLE 
To all these new and truly revo-| 
lutionary conditions, the govern- | 
ments of the world have failed to 
readjust their policies or the eco-| 
nomic life of the several peoples 
which they are supposed effective-| 
ly to represent. | 
They are trying to fight a neces- 
sarily losing battle with knowl-| 
edge and with nature. cert 
Believers in liberty, on the other | 
hand, are trying to practice what} 
they preach in a world of inter- 
national anarchy and_ confusion, | 
and this is proving difficult to the/ 
point of impossibility. 
Here is the true cause of the) 
gravest of the world’s problems: 
| 


The highest task of liberalism 
today is to meet this situation, to | 
show how to bring this interna- | 
tional anarchy and confusion to | 
an end and ito solve these new | 
problems in constructive and for- | 
ward-facing fashion without be- 
ing compelled to give way t 
compulsion in any of its forms. 
It is amazing how little man 
seems able to learn from the ex- 
perience of those who have pre- 
ceded him here on this earth. 

In one form or another, great 
or small, this very type of prob-| 
lem has been faced time and again, 
and yet our governments sit help- | 
less, wringing their hands in its 
presence as it presses for solution | 
in this year of grace.

NEW POLITICAL UNITY 

For some ‘two thousand years the| 
nation, in some of its forms, has) 
been the ideal political unit for 
reasons that can readily be under-| 
stood 

We have now come to the time, 
however, when, if liberty is to be 
preserved and extended, its up- 
holders and defenders must be pre- 
pared to lead the way to the next 
stage of political organization. 


We must find how to apply 


economic world o! today those 
wise and far-reaching principles 
which Hamilton and Madison 
wrote into the Coensti‘ution of 
the United States, which were in 
the mind of Bismarck when he 
built the German Empire and 
which have guided British states- 
men in the organization of the 
British Commenwealth of Na- 
tens.

MAY SUFFOCATE LIBERTY 

Only so can liberty find air to 
breathe. 

Through the attempt perman- 
ently to balance production and 
consumption, nation by nation, lib- 
erty may easily be suffocated.

It will not be enough simply to | 


repeat the old formulas. However 


true and however practical these 
onee were, they must now be sup- 
plemented by the demonstration, | 
in theught and in act, that liberal 
principles have a constructive an- 


swer to offer for present-day ques- 


tions and that they need not be, | 
and indeed will not be, driven 
from the field of compulsion in 
any of its forms 

It may be said, quite bluntly, | 


that compulsion, in addition to be- 
ing offensive in itself and while it

A favorite declaration of the rad- 
ical is that under liberalism as 
practiced in the United States, some } 
three-quarters or more of the nat- 
ional wealth is owned by perhaps | 
two per cent or three per cent of | 
the population. 

This is sheer invention 

The distribution of wealth in the} 
United States, while yet by no} 
be, is nevertheless very wide in- 
deed. There are certainly not few- 
er than fifteen million stockholders 
in various corporate undertakings | 
throughout the land organized for 
some form of industrial, agricultur- 
al, transportation, financial or other | 
activity. 

The banks of the United 
States were two years ago hold- 
ing savings depesits to the 
amount of more than twenty-five 
billion dollars belonging to some | 
forty-five million different per- 


sons. 

The building and loan associa- 
tions counted a membership of 
at least ten millions and the as- 
sets of these organizations exceed- 
ed eight billion dollars, 

It is quite customary to over- 
look the fact that there are in 
this country about one hundred 
and fifteen million life insurance 
policies in force, having a total | 
face value of over one hundred | 
billion dollars. 

At the time of the last federal 
census four years ago, half of the | 
families in this country, fourteen | 
million in number, owned their 
own homes. 

For every five families, there 
were four automobiles. 

Of every three families, two 
had telephones and electric serv- 
ice and forty per cent. owned 
radios. 

In the light of such fundamental 
facts as these, it is grotesque to as-|

Who Are You? 


It is said that a younger san of 
the Scottish {amily Boyle, having 
emigrated to Germany during the 
fourteenth century, was intrusted 
with special powers by the Em- 
peror of Germany and was sent as 
a provincial ruler over one of the 
far-off portions of the vast German 
dominion. He was given the title 
“Vicarius,” then used by provincial 
Governors throughout the Holy 
Roman Empire, In later years his 
posterity, having returned to Scot- 
land, adopted as its name Mac- 
Vickay (son of Vicar, or Vicarius). 

At the time of the Scottish emt- 
gration to the northern counties 
of Ireland the McVickars took root 
in the city of Belfast. From this 
locality came the American colonist, 
John McVickar, in 1780, to become 
one of the leading merchants. of 
New York City during the Revdfu- 
tionary period and also during the 
War of 1812. 

John McVickar brought over and 
used the coat-of-arms here illus- 
trated, the same arms used by his 
ancestors, the Boyles of Shewalton, 
in Ayrshire, Scotland.

“We got a quarter section of land 
and built log cabins on it—the logs 
were easily obtained as big trees 
grow almost up to the doors of your 
house in that country. Next year 
we aim to stake these men to the 
necessary seed supplies, together 
with some cattle and poultry, so 
that from then on they will be prac- 
tically self sustained. This method 
will be continued until conditions 
improve.

| IDEALS DIFFER 

“We have an American problem 
}and we are going to solve it in our 
lown way. If you think I am car- 
|rying out the purposes of the 
| American Communists, you should 
|read what their newspapers say 
about EPIC. I believe in Democ- 
|racy and they repudiate it. I be- 
lieve that we can abolish poverty 
and do away with exploiting 
classes by peaceful means under 
our present Constitution; whereas 
the Communists are certain that 
revolution and dictatorship of the 
proletariat are necessary. If our 
propertied classes were wise they 
would take EPIC as the alternative 
to Communism. If EPIC fails, the 
Communists will do the job. But 
do not worry, for EPIC is not go- 
ing to fail.” 

To a writer for a New York 
magazine who asked how he ex- 
plained the rapid growth of the 
movement, Sinclair said: “The 
voters know that I mean what I 
say; and they observe that any 
rivals say nothing worth meaning.” 

Upton Sinclair was fortupate in 
having a wife who was a partner 
in his affairs. She made no 
speeches, but listened to her hus- 
band's, and saved him from the 
common misfortune of those in 
high office--that they hear only 
favorable opinions. “M. CC. 8” 
talked with his friends, and they 
told her what they would not tell 
him. She met those who sought 
his favor, and judged them with a 
quick intuition which in twenty 
years of married life had never 
erred, She protected him from the 
effects of his weakness in practical 
affairs, a tendency to take indi- 
viduals at their own valuation 
“She is your best protection,” said 
Sinclair to EPIC workers.

The effects of universal educa- 
tion became apparent throughout 
the State.

The law forbade charging ad- | 
mission to these meetings, or sell- 
ing or distributing literature on 
school premises. But this did not 
include the sidcwalks outside, and 
thousands of persons bought copies 
after leaving the buildings.
